"THREE L" MARKERS OH 
WAY RCTT.AmTO 

Many Paris people have wondered 
what the letters "L L L" painted in 
white on certain telephone poles in 
;the city and county meant. The ex- 
planation is furnished by a member 
of the local branch of the Kentucky 
Motor Cliib. as follows: 

"The letters stand for 'LOuisyiUe, 
X«xington and Latonia' Highway, 
and in the three-course automobile 
coure between those three cities pass- 
ing through Paris, OTer the George- 
town pike, on to Cyathlana, and then 
into Cincinnati. 

"The new trail follows the Midland 
Trail from Lpuisville into Iiexington, 
then; down the Lexington pike, into 
Paris, making the turn into Eighth 
street at Main, then out the route in- 
dicated above. These letters Indicate 
to the tourists the route of the new 
highway^ From Paris the highwsy 
leads to Latonia on a direct line." 

The bands have a white field, with 
the black letters "L L L" in the fieM. 
Below, and above are orange stripes, 
linder which appears an L or R, 
which indicates the direction of a 
turn In the highway when near a 
curve. 

In connection with the above the 
Parts Commeceial Club has. recently 
had direction signs placed on all the 
roads leading from Paris to direct 

tourists into the city, and indi- 
cating the way to surrounding cities, 
and the mileage. The signs are in 
the shape of larce wooden arrows, 
neatly lettered with the necessary in- 
formation.

BOY SCOUTS OH ALL-BAY HIKE. 

Headed by Scoutmaster J. C. Scott, 
member of the Paris High School 
faculty, and carrying with them com- 
plete camp equipment, about twenty 
Boy Scouts of Paris went on an all- 
day "hike" Saturday, taking in the 
territory immediately adjacent to 
Paris, from the North !Middleto\vn 
pike, to Maple Island, in Stoner 
Creek, a Uisitance of about six mile.^. 

Upon arrival at the Island the boys 
set up their tents, and made camp 
like old veterans. They prepared 
their meals, and conducted the entire 
affair with the ease of experienced 
campaigners, returning to Paris la re 
Saturday night. Besides their regvi- 
lation camp equipage each Scout 
carried a compass, hatchet, pike staff, 
and blanket roll. 

A Paris man who has been with a 
camping party near the seene of the 
Boy Scouts' hiking place told a good 
one on them. It seems that an order 
of the day was to search out a party 
of Scouts and trail them from one 
place to another. The leaden had 
marked their trail by dropping grains 
of white com at cloee intervals. The 
trackers did all right until they came 
to a big tree in the center of an open 
field, where the trail vanished. Baf- 
fled, they returned and reported to 
Scoutmaster Scott the loss of the 
trail. An investigation disclosed the 
fact that the tree under which the 
trail vanished was populated by a 
large colony of turkeys, which hal 
gobbled up the com ss fast as it had 
been laid, consequently the trail was 
'a blind one" for the Scouts. 



Matters of general interest to the

E, Hackor 
submitted the results of recent tests 
made of the city water taken from 
hydrants at six different Incationr., 
five of which showed sewage contam- 
ination and unfit for use without 
boiling. A committee composed of 
Charles W. Spears. M. Peale Collier 
and B. M. Renick. appointed to take 
action on the water situation, an- 
nounced that a meeting will be held 
in the next few days for the pur- 
pose of continuing eiforts to obtain a 
lower rate and to work in the inter- 
est of a purer water supply.

OIFERS $400,000 FOE WQ^ 



Edward F. Simms, millionaire turf- 
man and oil magnate and master rf 
Xalapa Farm, in Bourbon County, 
with John Sanford, the New York 
turfman, recently made an offer of 
$400,000 for The Tetrarch, famous 
English thoroughbred sire, and a few 
mares, which they named with him, 
in the hopea ot bringing that cele- 
brated horse \to America, to enrich 
the racing atring oC thia country, 
according to reporta brought to Ken- 
tucky by aaateni hotaaman, this 
week. 

According to a story told by horse- 
men, one night recently while 
Simms and Sanford were at the Ritz- 
Carlton Hotel in New York, they 
engaged in conversation about horses 
and agreed that The Tetrarch ought 
to be brought to America. So they 
cabled an offer of $400,000 for the 
horse and a few mares named with 
him.

Now he says that it is not un- 
reasonable to expect that next win- 
ter will be a cold one, and that the 
winter of 1922-23 will be a warm 
one.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.— Fin- 
ancial support from the Federal 
Government in the marketing of the 
1921 Burley tobacco crop, through 
the Burley Growers Co-operative 
Marketing Association, organization 
of which is now nearly completed, 
was definitely assured Wednesday, 
following several conferences be- 
tween representatives of the pre- 
liminary committee of burley growers 
and Treasury Department officials. 

Two important results obtained 
from the cenferences, which, accord- 
ing to the committee representatives, 
guarantee the successful hanging of 
the crop by the association, are: 

Pfrst, definite assurance given by 
the War Finance Corporation that 
if the burley growers organize un- 
der the proposed co-operative mar- 
keting plan, the corporation will 
give any application made by the 
association the same consideration 
that already has been given to irim- 
ilar organization of cotton grewars, 
advances to which have been in ex- 
cess of 60 per cent of the value of 
the crop* 

Second, presentation to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board of a request 
for a ruling that a grower's drafts on 
the association, accompanied by 
weight tickets, shall be classed as 
agricultural paper, and indications 
of the officials that a favoraMa raply 
may be expected, ndiich would en- 
title such paper to six aH»ntiis credit, 
rather than three aMHlfttls allowed 
commercial paper. 

AnsMrers Last Criticism 
Early in the afternoon, the delega- 
tion representing the tobacco orga- 
nization held a conference with the 
Board of Diiecton of the War Fin- 
ance CoK^patalkni, at the conclusion 
of wideh eonfldence was expressed 
that the Federal authorities are ready 
to back the burley co-operative mar- 
keting movement, being organized in 
forty-one counties in Kentucky two 
in Ohio and two in indiana, to the 
same extent that it has been assisting 
similar organizations of cotton grow- 
ers. This, it is held by the tobacco 
growers' committee, insorea the fin- 
ancial stability of thehr oiiaiiiBation 
from all criticism. 

Those representing the marketing 
association at the conferences today 
were : 

Judge Robert W. Bingham, Louis- 
j ville, chairman; James C. Stone, Lex- 
ington; William £. Simms, Spring 
Station; James C. Wilson, Louisville; 
Charles N. Manning, Lexington, and 
W. C. Montgomery, EHzabethtown. 

Statement On Conference 
Following the meeting between this 
delegation and the War Finance Cor- 
poration Board, Judge Bingham is- 
sued the following statement: 

"The War Finance Corporation 
held a conference this morning with 
a committee representing the market- 
ing co-operative association now 
forming to merchandise the Burley 
tobacco produced in the United 
States, and after going over the plan 
of organization, stated to the com- 
mittee that the board had heretofore 
agreed to advance in excess of 50 per 
cent of the value of certain crops, 
such as cotton, to co-operative mar- 
keting organizations formed on the 
California plan, this plan being the 
one adopted by the burley growers, 
and that if the burley growers or- 
ganize under this plan and apply to 
the board, they may expect the same 
consideration given to similar appli- 
cations, due regard being had to 
general conditions, financially and 
otherwise, and the proper orgai|iza- 
tion and management of the burley 
growers' co-operative association." 

Kills Doubt Of Success. 
'•The War Finance Corporation 
Board has assured us that the Burley 
Growers' Co-operative Marketing As- 
sociation will be given the same con- 
sideration that these other groups 
have received," said James C. Stone, 
Lexington, vice chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

"That is all we could ask for, and 
in all probability is considerably more 
than we shall need. The attitude 
taken by the corporation officials re- 
moves every possible doubt of the 
successful financing of the burley 
growers through this association.''

R. G. Dunn & Co. report that busi- 
ness failures are declining^ They 
have fallen from 1,8»5 for the whole 
country in January to 1,2000 in Juno. 
The prospects are bright for contin- 
ued decrease. The note of improve- 
ment is beginning to drown out the 
chorus of alarm. 

One of the financial experts sayB 
that many of the' failures, although it 
may seem unkind to say so, are ex- 
cellent signs of returning business 
solidity, for they have occurred 
where business had been built upon 
inflated staadarda and conducted 
along unsound, wasteful lines. 

This sort of business is gradually 
disappearing, as it should.
